| formal consultation with the Admir- 
alty, that the ‘hasty and ill-conceived 
| legislation” of the Laurier Government 
| is a well-considered part of a general 
|{mperial plan, and that for Canada 
now summarily to back out of the 
agreement to which Australia, New 
Zealand and the Imperial Government 
are all parties, would be short-sighted 
so far as Canada is concerned and em- 
barrassing to the Admiralty. 

lt is understood that some weeks 
ago a communication was sent to the 
Admiralty asking for suggestions as 
tothe best way in which Canada 
could co-operate in Imperal naval de 
Coast defence works and also 
a direct money contribution were ten- 
tatively suggested for the considera- 
tion of the Admiralty. 1t is stated on 
good authority that the proposal for a 
direct contribution is not viewed fav- 
orably by the men at the head of the 
naval services in Britain, They feel 
that if Capada should make Britain a 
gift of ten million dollars to be used 





for the purchase of a Dreadnought the 
British Government would cut down 
its naval appropriation by just that 
amount, and the Admiralty would 
have gained no addition tothe fight- 
ing Strength at its disposal. 

When asked for an alternative sug- 
gestion the British Nava! authorities 
have pointed out that the question of 
Colonial aid for Imperial defence was 
thoroughly discussed between the 
authorities of the mother country, 
Canadaand Austrulia, anda plan of 
action was agreed upon which appears 
ed to be the best at time and which 
still appears to the Admiralty as the 
best, This is in effect the plan which 
the Laurier Government gave ¢ffect to. 
It contemplates the creation of ficet 
units by Canada and Australia. Aus- 
tralia has gone ahead and will have 
its fleet unit in commission by the end 
of 1913.

ENGLISH OFFICER’ PRAISES 
THEM AS SOLDIERS. 


Arab Recruits From the Desert— 
The Turks Have Plenty 
Supplies. 


Herbert Montagu, «the young 
British officer who has been serv- 
ing with the Turkish army in Tri- 
poli, has just returned home to 
London. {t may be remembered 
that in the early part of the cam- 
naign he electrified England by a 
telegram describing the horrors of 
the Italian methods of warfare and | 
appealing for British intervention. 

When the war began Mr. Monta- 
gu was a Lieutenant on probation 
in the Fifth Royal Fusileers. Hav 
ing violated British neutrality, by ; 
fighting for the Turks Mr. Montagu | 
disqualified himself for a commis- 
sion, and on December i a notice | 
appeared in the London Gazette} 
cancelling his appuintment in the| 
Pusileers Mr. Montagu was in 
spired by so keen a sense of sym 
pathy with the Turks that he re- 
sulved to help them. He has only 
come home now to recuperate after 
an attack of dysentery, and he 
hopes to rejoin the Turkish army 1n} 
another week or two. In talking 
of his experiences Montagu 
pays: 

I left London in October with} 
the express purpose of serving with 
the Turkish forces in a war which 1} 
consider they were forced into 
against the conventions of civiliza 
tion I have a!! along felt that 
they were splendid fellows, and} 
when war was declared, I made up 
my mind to dc spything I could for 
them 

‘‘Many British officers had the 
same feelings, too. I discussed the 
step I proposed taking with some 
of my colleagues, and 1 believe 
that between forty and sixty offi 
cers in our army set out with sim 
lar intentions to mine. But, so far 
as I know, I was the only English 
suldier to 

REACH THE FRONT. 

“My services were accepted by 
the Turkish authorities in London, 
and I left England actually as a 
Lieutenant in the Turkish army, 
but ostensibly to facilitate travel- 
ing, as an English journalist 

“T had no trquble until I reached 
Sfax There after considerable 
bother and delay, the problem of 
how to get om was solved by the 
kindly offices of a trading ship cap- 
tain, a Frenchman, I| believe, who 
gave me a passage in his ship to 
Tripoli 

“Our passajge in the small boat 
was a hazardpus one. and at one 
time we were perilously near being 
wrecked. But we got through all 
right and I managed to reach the 
Turkish forces w ut any wild ad- 
ventures Here. officers being 
scarce, 1 was welcomed, and I was 
at once postedi to a ‘‘battalion’ 
composed of Turks and Arabs. 

“Now it is a well-known fact 
that generally the Arabs will not 
tolerate Europe ans if they can help 
it; usually are very antago- 
. 5 sswhy I do 
notd&know, I praved to be an excep- 
tion to the genéral rule.

IS SLIPPING INTO THE SEA. 
Much of England’s Coast Has 


Been Washed Away. 


England, long known as the tight 
little isle, is rapidly becoming 
loose, if we are to believe the 
alarming reports that come from 
various parts of the coast. The re- 
cent dropping of a huge slice of the 
Dover Cliffs into the sea is but one 
of many similar incidents that 
would lead one to believe that the 
total disappearance of the whole 
island is but a question of years 

From Dover comes the report 
that at least 10,000 more square 
yards of ground show evidence of 
instability, and there is serious 
danger of their slipping into the 
water. At Pakefield in Suffolk, 
Kilnsea in Yorkshire, and Borth on 
Cardigan bay, something approach- 
ing a panic has taken possession 
of the people who live near the wa- 
ter's edge.

An instructive address on mod- 
ern armaments with special refer- 
ence t» the comparative strength 
and cost of navies and to the re- 
sults of the competition between 
Great Britain and Germany was 
given recently by Mr. F. W. Hirst, 
editor of the Economist, to the 
Manchester Statistical Society. 

The cost of Britain’s peace estab- 
lishment last year, he said, was 
just about equal to the nation’s 
whole military and naval expendi- 
ture in the most costly year of the 
Napoleonic wars during the death 
struggle of France. 

Last year the naval expenditure 
(£44,392,000) was more than twelve 
millions higher than three years 
ago, and was just about covered by 
the income tax. 

The figures of 1897-8 were higher 
than those which led to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s resignation. But if the 
country went back to them it would 
have close upon 32 millions sterling 
every year to return to the taxpay- 
ers. ‘‘The People’s Budget’’ of 
taxes (1909) yielded, he supposed, 
half this amount.

Probably 150,000,000 of meteors 
fall on the earth every day, and 
nothing whatever leaves it.

| mense masses of stone. The largest 
| meteor actually seen falling weigh- 
ed 500|b., but one was found in 
| Mexico weigh.ng 16 tons; and 
|Peary brought a meteor froin 
Greenland of the enormous weight 
of 70 tons. It is said that the aver- 
age weight of all meteors is only 
one grain; so that probably, in- 
cluding acrolites, about ten tons’ 
weight are added daily to the 
earth. “This is 3.560 tons per an- 
num, and since the vear 1 A.D. the; 
carth has inereased by abont seven 
million tons. At this rate it would 
take ten thousand million years to 
add one inch of thickness all over 
the globe. A meteor travels at the 
rate of 100,000 miles an hour, giv- 
ing out a continuous roar wheo 
neat the earth, and sometimes ex- 
ploding with a neise that ca be 
heard 40 miles. From shooting 
stars no sound is heard. They are 
only a little cloud of dust and gas.

A Submarine Collided 
Gunboat 


Off Portsmouth With 
Hazard 





A despatch from Portsmouth 
says: The total loss on Friday 


morning of the British submarine 
“A 3,’’ with the whole of her crew, 
after collision with the gunboat 
Hazard. adds another to the lung 
list of similar accidents which have 
in recent years thrown the British 
navy and nation into mourning. The 
crew of eleven men on board the 
little vessel, which is one of the 
older class, was composed of volun- 
teers from the men of the fleet, a3 
is the case with the compliments of 
all submarines.

The submarine lies 
on the Princess Shoal, almost on 
the same spot where the submarine 
“A 1’? was lost, with all hands, on 
March 18, 1910. Torpedo practice 
had been in progress for some time 
and the submarine ‘‘A 3”’ was par- 
tially submerged when she came in‘ 
to collision.

When he could not 
tie the rope about the woman he 
let it go. There apparently was 
no thought of himself. He raised 
the woman to her feet, kissed her, | 
and clasped her in his arms. The 
woman then sank to her knees. The 
man knelt beside her, his arms 
clasped close about her. So they 
went to their death. The ice held 
intact until it struck the great, 
wave. There it was shivered; there| 
the gallant man and the woman at|
